After a year of Federal control, the telephone property, which makes up the Bell Tele- 


phone System, 15 today returned to its owners by tlie United States Government. 


While the property has been properly maintained, it is not the same property which ihe Gov- 


ernment took over on August 1, 1018. 
it is not as adequate for its job; that it is not, is in no 


•way the fault of Federal eonlrol, which was eminently fair. It is due to causes for which neither 
the Government nor the companies arc to blame.

After a year of Federal control, the telephone property, • which makes up the Bell Tele-, 


phone System, is today returned to its owners by the United States Government. 


While the property has heen properly maintained, it is not the same property which the Gov- 


ernment took over on August 1, 1018.

They wiU oe 
obliged to pay their carfare to Boston 
from iheir home and also the expenses 
of the return trip, no: to speak of the 
money it will cost to pass the day in 
the capital-end the loss of their day's 
work. 
Some of them are apt to be 


asked to appear a number of times, so 
that explaining the'penny extra profit 


they graft off their cutomere is likely 
to require an outlay of from $5 to $25. 


That is one oC the plans' the com- 


mission has In mind for putting an end 
to the petty graft involved In those 
transactions, and- in numae.rs .of 
In- 


stances it lias come to the attention of 
the inquiry board that the penny profit 
is not levied Impartially on all cus- 
tomers, but that some few are selected 
las visitors.
